tion of the m ilitary directorate. 
The 
complaint was filed before Justice of 
the Peace Leo White. 
Several 
hours 
later Jew ett 
was 
placed under arrest at his home, 
lie 
was released on $1,000 bail 
shortly 
after a member of the sheriff’s office 
took him into cia-t uly. 
Action 
against the 
grand 
dragon 
came after 
several 
days' 
investiga­ 
tion by the m ilitary court of isquiry 
now sitting at m ilitary headquarters. 
I>r. A. A. Maupin; a dentist, and form­ 
er kiansman, who the witness relied 
upon chiefly for testimony to support 
the accusation made against Jew ett. 
Maupin testified that Jew ett partici­ 
pated in the* flog"mg of E. R. Merri* 
man here last year. 
Jew ett denied h s guilt. 
“ I never 
took part in a flogging or a riot in 
my life,” 
h»i 
declared. 
“ The testi­ 
mony againct me is a deliberate lie.* 
W hile the governor thus continued 
to take* the offensive, other arrests or 
charges are expected to he made in­ 
volving prominent men of Oklahoma 
City. 
Insofar a» Governor W alton con­ 
siders, the invisible empire is totter­ 
ing, 
its 
power 
falling 
“ before 
the 
greater, 
and 
the 
only 
constituted 
power of state government. 
The klan 
1» whipped,” said W alton m an in 
formal 
talk 
with 
press 
correspon 
dents. 
“ And what about the legislature?” 
he was asked. 
“ It is not going to 
meet,” the governor interposed sharp­ 
ly. 
“ It may attempt to, but that is 
all, you may be sure. 
Even if it did, 
it would not be a meeting of the legis­ 
lature, the house of representatives, 
but a meeting of the Ku Klux Klan in 
’rump' convention. 
Sixty-eight of the 
so-called legislative quorum are klan 
members, Including C. D. McBee, the 
leader.” 
In view of the governor’s unshaken* 
determination 
to 
block 
the 
legisla­ 
tive attempt to convene and the equal­ 
ly grim determination of the legisla­ 
tors, the approaching crisis on "W e d ­ 
nesday is actually fraught with dan­ 
ger. 
Frank M. Boyer, one of the commit­ 
tee of three which called the house 
of representatives for extra session, 
said, that the legislators would de­ 
mand admission to the house cham­ 
ber, would then go to the door some 
Hme Wednesday and demand entry 
and thus court a clash and arrest by 
the military. 
The governor made public his sec­ 
ond installment of “ the story of Okla- 
hm nti . " the story on which Jew ett’s 
accusation of riot was founded. 
Tt 
was prefaced with a statement by the 
goij^ernor who promised, jn one pas- 
aage. that: 
“ I will show conclusively 
from the evidence that the Jury room, 
th e sheriff's office and the offices of 
the chiefs of police in both Tulsa and 
Oklahoma City are under control of 
the ‘invisible empire.’ ” 
The gover­ 
nor charged further that he would 
•how from the record that the Ku 
Klux Klan is a lawless and criminal 
organistation. 
When he «began his in­ 
vestigation of the order it shipped its 
records to Atlanta Ga., to prevent 
their seizure, the governor said.

States Navy Must Be Built* 
Says Naval Expert. 


Washington, Sept. 22.— The 
t'a ite l 
State» navy mast be built around the 
battleship rather than the airplane, 
Captain Luke McXamee, director of 
naval intelligence, maintained in aa 
address delivered by radio. 
He spoke 
fur "a navy that can stand up and 
take blows and hit back harder than 
the other fellow, a navy with battle­ 
ships aud airplanes. 
The way to win. 
ware, he pointed out, “ is to go after 
the other fellow and hit him where 
he lives." 
Captain M cXam ee emphasized the 
view that the United States could not 
hope to win a war “ by sitting at home 
on the defensive,” even on the pre­ 
carious 
assumption 
that 
airplanes 
might be able to protect American 
continental shores. 
It would be es­ 
sential, he said, to bring “ m ilitary 
pressure to bear against the enemy 
to compel him to accept peace or 
give up our 
possessions.” 
If 
the 
Dniled States had no navy but relied 
solely on a huge air fleet, according 
to Captain McXamee, an enemy could 
capture Panama. Porto Rico, Alaska, 
Ihe Philippine», the Virginia Islands. 
Hawaii, Guam and Samoa, because he 
would sink every transport that we 
Sent out with reinforcements for any 
of these places.” 
No defense, he as- 
jerted, can exist indefinitely if it can 
not be reinforced.

With the use of gas it is po.s.sjhie to 
saturate a pie« 'e of ground so that no 
troops can cross if. and thus make an 
artificial barrier for the think or pro- 
■ feet the lines of communication. More­ 
over, these artificial harriers can he 
kept barriers for just as short a time 
as the strategy of tin» particular bat* 
lie demands. 
“ These are but hints, but show the 
tremendous 
nnox plolted 
possibilities 
of gas in warfare. 
Imagine Hand-to-Hand Battles, 
“ one can easily imagine the situa­ 
tion at the time the fighting was hand 
to hand with the spear or th« * sword, 
and gunpowder was first introduced, j 
which in those day , perhaps, permitted 
the antagonists to fight at a range of 
100 or 200 y ards. 
There must have 
been a great outcry as to prohibiting 
the horrible new mode of warfare, and 
it must have been f« *lt that it was very 
unfair to stand off IN mi y ards rather 
than to meet in combat man to man.

borne our by tile fact that ail of the 
men questioned were progressive fann­ 
ers and breeders, aud tile average pe­ 
riod id their experience was 20 years. 
Adopt Balanced Rations, 
During the two decades rho*1 stock 
raisers 
have 
been 
working 
to 
get 
ahead, many changes have taken place 
in tile ways of feeding animate. 
The 
outstanding progressive step taken has 
been the wide adopting of tile bal­ 
anced ration. 
Other improvements in 
tile order given by most of the live 
hundred farmers are more liberal feel­ 
ing, feeding more legumes, better wa­ 
ter supply, providing minerals, feed­ 
ing according to production, feeding 
more protein, and more regular feed­ 
ing. 
At the same time they list the 
common errors in feeding which are 
responsible for poor results, poor com­ 
binations of feeds being the one most 
I frequently mentioned, followed by un­ 
derfeeding as the next most effective 
reducer of profits. 
Following these in 
regular order, based on the number of 
I times mentioned in tile answers, come 
lack of protein, lack of water, lack of 
legumes, sudden changes of feed, poor 
housing parasites, lack of salt, waste 
of feed, poor equipment, and overfeed­ 
ing.

Many Use Self-Feeder*. 
The report prepared by the depart­ 
ment on the results of this feeding in­ 
vestigation contains many more in­ 
teresting sidelights on feeding and 
corroborates a number of tendencies 
that good observer* must have sus­ 
pected. 
For instance, <>f 400 who an­ 
swered questions regarding the use of 
self-feedera, 41.5 ;>er cent had used 
til is method of fee* ling, leaving about 
three-fifths yet to take up this econ­ 
omy^ 
At present the self-feeder seem* 
to Ive used mostly in hog raising dis­ 
tricts and for poultry. 
In the Middle 
West more than half the farmers re­ 
porting used it. 
The general senti­ 
ment aoem* to be that this piece of 
equipment is especially suited to hogs 
and chickens, but a few farmers used 
It for feeding cnlv**s and sheep. 
Nearly 
all 
of those 
who 
replied 
made comment on the feeding of si­ 
lage, and practically 50 per cent of 
them use this feed. 
In the north 
eastern states, where dairying is very 
generally followed, two-thirds of the 
farmers in the list have silos.

One of the greatest lea- >ns of the 
war has so fur gon«* Almost unheeded, 
according to Colonel Bacon. who con­ 
tinues : 
To say the use of gas in warfare 
must be abolished is almost the same 
tis saying that no progress must be 
made In the art of wan ire toward 
making it more efficient or more hu­ 
mane. 
If one reads of the great bat th s of 
history, one will ti od that the vic­ 
torious general conquered his enemy 
usually because of the fad that he so 
eflise his position as to have his flank 
protected by rivet, mountain range or 
some naturally strong barrier. 
•‘Much of the strategy of these bat­ 
tles consistedv In maneuvering so as 
to obtain the Advantage of position. 
With the use of g}1.s it is possible to 
saturate a piece of ground so that no 
troops can cross it, and thus make an 
artificial barrier for the flank or pro­ 
tect the lines of communication. More* 
over, these artificial barriers can be 
kept harriers for just as short a time 
as the strategy of tin* particular bat 
fie demands. 
"These are but hints, but show the 
tremendous 
unexploited 
possibilities 
of gas in warfare. 
Imagine Hand-to-Hand Battles. 
"one can easily Imagine til.* situa­ 
tion at the time the fighting was hand 
to hand with the spear or the sword, 
and gunpowder was first int reduced, ; 
which in those day. pork ups, permitted ! 
the antagonists to fight at a range of 
bkt or 200 yards. 
There must have 
been a great outcry as to prohibiting 
the horrible new mode of warfare, and 
it must have berm felt that it was very 
Unfair to stand off SSO0 yards rather 
than to mem in combat man to man. 
“But no (inc looking bauk on that 
period would attempt to say it was 
possible to have stayed the hand of 
progress and to have prevented by 
any legislation or agreement the nae 
of gunpowder in warfare 
“Moreover, the consensus of opinion 
today would be that the hand-to-hand 
fighting with spear and sword 
was 
more gruel and inhumane than 
the 
fighting with the gun and the bullet. 
Similarly, at the present time we can­ 
not effectually stay the progress of 
science, and to attempt to do so is 
not only unwise lait Is also prevent­ 
ing the possibilities of a really more 
humane type of war.”
